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SUBJECT:    "Liquidate  the  Jap  Beetle  Grub". .. Information  from  the  entomologists  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 
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Regardless  of  what  little  boys  say. .. there ' s  more  to  keeping  a  lawn  lush  and 
green  than  just  mowing  the  grass.  Unless  they're  held  in  check. .. insect  pests  in 
the  soil  could  soon  ruin  your  greenery.  Tor  example,  the  grub  of  the  Japanese 
Beetle  will  soon  start  to  work  on  lawns.  The  damage  caused  by  this  grub  shows  up 
in  the  late  summer,  fall,  and  spring.  You  know  the  grub  is  there  because  it  eats 
the  roots  of  grasses.  And  that,  needless  to  say,  is  very  bad  indeed  for  the  grasses. 

Fortunately,  you  can  protect  your  lawn  against  this  pest  should  it  appear.  The 
entomologists  of  the  United- States  Department  of  Agriculture  suggest  one  of  two 
ways  to  do  it. 

An  application  of  lead  arsenate  will  turn  the  trick.    You  use  one  pound  of  the 

poison  for  each  hundred  square  feet  of  lax^m.     That's  lead  arsenate. ..  one  pound  to 

each  hundred  square  feet.    And  you  wash  it  into  the  soil  as  soon  as  you  spread  it. 

The  alternative  to  lead  arsenate  poisoning  is  the  use  of  a  natural  disease  of 
the  grub.    It's  called  milky  di sease, . . and  it's  fatal  as  far  as  Jap  beetle  grubs 
are  concerned.    You  apply  the  milky  disease  spore  dust  to  the  turf,  and  it  gradu- 
ally but  surely  kills  off  the  grubs  in  the  soil.     This  milky  disease  spore  dust 
was  developed  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  several  years  ago. 
You  can  get  it  now  from  some  commercial  houses  that  carry  gardening  and  lawn  tend- 
ing equipment. 

One  advantage  to  milky  disease  spore  dust  is  that  it  not  only  kills  the  grub 
in  the  areas  you  put  it  on.  ..but  it  gradually  spreads  to  other  surrounding  areas 
and  kills  the  grub  in  them  too.    It  was  applied  to  a  grub  infested  park  in  Washing- 
ton, D,  C.    In  three  years  time,  the  grub  population  had  gone  down  almost  ninety 
percent. 

Of  course,  neither  the  lead  arsenate  treatment  nor  the  milky  disease  spore 
dust  keep  Japanese  beetles  from  flying  in  from  nearby  untreated  areas  and  injuring 
your  plants.    But  they  do  kill  the  grubs  that  are  in  your  ground... and  in  that  way 
save  the  roots  of  your  grass. 
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
